This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 1 .) An equal length species of claim 11; 2.) A 
different length species of claim 12; 3.) A rigid attachment species of claim 15; and 4.) 
A flexible attachment species of claim 16. Applicant is required to elect one species 
from claims 1 1 and 1 2, and to elect one species from claims 1 5 and 1 6.
